| Bilim... Spain, March 9.—Another an¬ 
ti-American riot occnrred hero to-dny 
of greater importance than any pre- 
vitms disturbance. Korne 12,000 people 
took |»art this afternoon in a jtopnlnr 
ilemonstrath.u. The cxeitemeut not 
started by a group of young men at a 
street corner who began cheering every 
soldier who passed by. Their conduct 
was soon imitated by other groups of 
people, nud every soldier seen wn« 
cbeefed by the crowds. Home street mu- 
siciuna who refused to repeat the na¬ 
tional anthem were 'beaten. The ex¬ 
citement increased ami riotous gronps 
formed in the main streets cheering for 
8paln and denouncing the United 
State*. T!»e authorities did everything 
possible to mnintain order, almost the 
♦ utirc police force being turned out a« 
soon aa the |>opuiar© mummed a threat¬ 
ening aspect, and the rioter* were dis¬ 
persed again and again. Eventually, 
however, the tuoh became so nntnerouH 
and excited that the police were almost 
helpless. 

After the first demonstrations of 
sympathy with the army, the crowd* 
armed themselves with stick* and cod- 
gels and their numbers became so great 
that the police were swept aside and an 
immense crowd gathered on flic leading j 
thoroughfares, whence they marched to- I 
wards the residence of the United 
Sfab*a consul, shouting "Lone live

THE BUDGET DEBATE 


Unfounded Statements Made by 
i Tory Papers Regarding 
Obstruction. 


Uon. David Mills Gives an Instrno 
tive Illustration of tbe N. 

P. Effects. 


Ottawa, March t.—The debate ou the 
budget closed on Friday evening. While 
It lasted a long time, viewed from the 
•lute it Started and the date it closed, J 
the actual period in discussing the fin- ' 
uncial statement was not longer than 
has bt*en the ease during past years. 
There was Hume talk of obstruction on 
the part of the Tory correspondents, 
but thev s|H)ke without authority, as th»- 
menibers of tbe ministry made no snob 
statements, for they Imd no warrant 
in making them. The Conservative 
members took their part in the discus¬ 
sion just the same as the Liberal mem¬ 
ber* did. and the day for elosiug tlu» 
debate was arranged to tbe satisfaction 
of Mr. Foster. The government was 
not ready to go on with the remedial 
bill before Tuesday next »•» thut then* 
has not been one hour's delay In gov¬ 
ernment business with the discussion 
on tbe budget. If then* was any chance 
of the government making any charge 
of obstruction they would not hesitate 
to do so. Indeed, it is not at ail cer¬ 
tain that they will Ik* ready on Tues¬ 
day fo go ou with the remedial bill. At 
the present moment a committee of the 
Conservative party has been appointed 
with !l»e evident idea of side-tracking 
tbe whole matter. Rut before this let¬ 
ter reaches it* destination Times read¬ 
ers will l»e duly advised by telegraph as 
to tbe progress of the remdial bill. 

The Tory pn’sa is very jubilant over I 
the fact that Charlie Devlin, the Lib¬ 
eral member for Ottawa oonnty, ha-* 
stated he is going to vote for the rent- ; 
••dial bill. There Is no use denying the , 
fact that Catholic members have much 
to contend with in their determination 1 
to opjM>se coercion. Already Mr. Ijtnr- 
ler hns been threatened with po!lti«*nl | 
extinction if In* will not support the , 
measure. Mr. 1-nuricr has already had 
to fight the clergy on political matters 
and can be relied on to do so again. 
Father Lnoomhc evidently did not know 
who be was attacking when he wrote 
that letter of his to the Liberal leader. 
Its publication has shown the Liberal 
leader in the light of a great statesman 
who will not be Imllled, cajoled or driv¬ 
en into that which he knows to be polit¬ 
ically wrong, even though tin* clergy de¬ 
mand it. Rut younger and weaker 
men like Mr. Devlin, who have always 
bad the sutqmrt of the Bishop, are to | 
Ik* sympathised with when they find it 
to be their duty under the Insh of the 
heirnrrhy to go bock upon their own 
fMiliticnl convictions. Father McOlynn 
was strong enough in flluv to dispute j 
the right of the Po|m* even to dictate 
to him in nnvthing outside of his spirit- , 
uui dates, but humble members of the 1 
church cannot expect to be able to do 
that which the celebrated New York j 
priest did. Tbe fact that tlx* bishops | 
hare been able to dictate to such men 
ns Devlin how to vote on this question 
only goes to show the great necessity 
of the people protesting against tbeir ; 
fra nchlses being handed over to others 
than those who were elected to fwirfia- 
nn nt. What right Imre tbe bblio|>« I 
to first hand a bill to parliamett* i 
through tbe government, and then go • • 
work and demand that their eo-relig 
ionists. no matter what their political | 
convictions or opinions may 1 m*. should i 
vote for it. The issue now is wheth *r j 
the ('anadinn parliament is to be free I 
or not. 

Hon. David Mills closed the debate 
on the budget. lie replied in a'Very 
brief speech to lib namesake, the Tory 
member for AunatsiUs, Nova Kootin. 
Mr. Mill* of Both well, gave an instance 
of how the national policy had dimin¬ 
ished the price of lands. He said: “I 
take one ingtance: I take a township 
containing W 7«V> seres. Tlrnt township 
liad Win inhabitants lea* in 1K01 that It 
had in 1NH1. That township has dirain 
(shed on the average by three per cent, 
n year for the last twelve years, and 
for ten years prcct*ding, the land In¬ 
creased at least 3 per cent per year. 
Now, what does this mean? It means 
that lands being valued at *40 per 
acre, and I nm taking the assessed val¬ 
ue, there was n loaa of *4(4.512 every 
year to tbe holders of those lands. 
Then 1 take again the 300 laborers. 
They represent labor worth ffNMfflO n 
year, which has been withdrawn from 
the cultivation of those hands. That 
represents to the little village in the 
t >wn*bip the loss of a market of *U».- 
<100 a year in clothing, ff3,000 m 
and shoe*. $7.1810 In groceries. fin you 
see there Is *141,000 loss In the town- 
ship every' year during the last te.i 
y»*ara.

Western Canada Immigration Associa¬ 
tion thnt 1ms la-en so auspieioualy in 
auguru ted hen* to-vlay. Wv <*f Brillsli 
Colombia, will have every fqqiorttnilt.v 
to set before yon In the most thorough 
manner possible, definite information 
concerning ”«r vast and varied nntnr 

„l risuoirees. I shall therefore confine 
my remarks to the consideration of cer¬ 
tain points materially affecting the fu 
lure working of this Immigration asso- 
elation. 

I nitiHt, however, ask you once nnd for 
all time to disabuse yonr minds about 
the "Sen of Mount*Uta" HHutfon con- 
ifrninjr British Columbui. It la true 
thnt British Columbia In a mountain 
on* country, but those mountain* repn- 
*ont to us a wealth which w*» would no: 
exchange for the province of Manitoba 
mnl the Northwest Territories combin¬ 
ed, But in addition to our mountain* 
we Imre extensive urea* of magnificent 
agricultural land*, imnienw atores of 
timber, nnd fisheries thit cannot be 
. Hui-passed. r rhc presence bon’ of Pro 
* re**ur Odium ami myself are evidence* 
of British Columbia** sympathy in this 
movement to secure the speedy settle¬ 
ment of the Canadian Northwest. An 
immigration *H*oclation such a* wo 
have organized can only succeed by 
united, harmonious action on the part 
of the several province* and territories 
affiliated therewith, and from Port Ar 
thur to Victoria there must l*‘ one ob¬ 
ject. nn»l one alone, actuating all con- 
cerned, if the best results are to be 
obtained.

Onr 
mines are now being rapidly developed 
nnd capital is going in from all parts 
of th«- world, particularly from the 
United States, to carry on this import¬ 
ant work.

be over-estimated. Already these re¬ 
lations are ussnming prolKirtiotis of no 
mem extent, ami they will be a* stead¬ 
ily Increased a* British Columbia be¬ 
comes settled up .am! Her unrivalled na¬ 
tural resources are develop!. There¬ 
fore It is distinctly In your Interest to 
r.iil in thia work. Remember. too, thnt 
yon can offer no better inducement to 
intending settler* than that right along¬ 
side of the form lands you deair* them 
to occupy Is a biff mining country. Yon 
should one and all. ns good bnsines* 
men, make yourselves thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted with the renourees and re¬ 
quirements of British Columbia and by 
circulating these fact* far and wide at¬ 
tract the right class of settlers to our 
t province, and at the same time place 
vonrselves in a position to tecure a 
share of the trade tlmt i* bound to 
spring up with the populous mining 
and manufacturing ceutros noon to ma¬ 
teria Uxe.

AZTEC BUILDINGS. 

Magnificent Ruins round by nn Ameri¬ 
can Explorer In Mexico. 

— 

An American mining ex|H;rt, who In 
also an enthusiastic nmuteur jihotpfra- i 
ph»T. has recently returued from Mexi¬ 
co with some pictures of remote Axtec ! 
ruins tliat have never before Iwen r<- 
prudtteed. He encountered the usual 
trials and tribulations of those who | 
Journey where roads are unknown. 

”In some plait**,” he said, “where the 
path was nothing but u crtvlee along 
the aide of a mountain 'tilted lip in the | 
air nt un angle of 15 degrees. 1 shut 
my eye* and clung tightly to the burro’s 
ear*. I knew that he would never fall, 
but I was afraid of hiiu wn.king away 
from under and leaving me abate upon 
thin giddy height. 

“Much as has beeu written about 
these burros.” he went on, “I feel sure 
that then* are volume* left unsaid. Thi* 
feature in their <-om|>o*ition that most . 
impressed me was their absolute unwil- 
iliumes* to ratalintc tind<*r punishment 
They are ls*utcn and wounded eontinu 
a My by their merciless drivers, and it Is : 
only ns a Inst resort that they deign 1 
to take any notice of it, and then they * 
lie down until they feci like getting up 
again. With nil their scenting sto ! 
pidity they nre keenly observant, and it | 
is really amusing to we how closely j 
they wntch the arricro driver itnborden 
one of their companero*, and how ! 
uiiiekly they jump into the vacated 
place to be relieved in turn of their ! 
huge Jo.id*. 

"The most Interesting mins Ihnt I 
saw In nil iny journeying* were* un- 
■Innhtcdlj those of Mills, or M let Ian. 
situated about 15 iengm s to the smith- 
cast of Oaxaca, the chief city of the 
state of the same name. As far as 1 i 
could determine, they nmalstcd of six ' 
palace* and three pyramids, all of which 
are more or less dilapidated, and eri- | 
den fly hear but slight resemblance to j 
their original magnificence. 

“The TpocoJH. or grand altar of sacri¬ 
fices, which is now u*.-d .a* n church 1 
l* well worthy of the attention of the , 
visitor, and the remain* of the huge , 
stone stairway leading up to it form* . 
n veritable quarry in itself. How many I 
|*oor wreMie* have ls'i-n dragged up j 
thoae age- worn steps to serve an vie- < 
thus at the luirharous religions festival* I 
no one will ever know. 

"But to return to something more 
cheerful, I will toll you about my ad- ; 
ventures while investigating the paluoo». j 
One of these I* hk’ated in the centre 
of the village, and is extremely long and 
pnrrow. It is built of huge unseulp- 
tured block* of stone, and Is utilized for 
storage pun"*"es by the government. 

"The great palace, distant about n 
quarter of n mUe to the north of this 
building, is in a fair stnte of presen a 
tlon. the bountiful walls particularly be¬ 
ing almost entire. Its facade look* to | 
the Month, and is 134) feet long, snd ' 
about Ilf feet high. It i* pierced by 
thrae doorways, each one of which hus i 
a lintel made from a solid block of . 
sculptured stone 10 feet long. 3 feet 
wide and 2% feet thick. The entire j 
wall is construct od of neatly cut stone. j 
and is cm*cft*d with lM*autiful isittern* 
of mosaic work in strong relief. 

“Entering the doorway, I found my- j 
self in a hall measuring 21 feet wide I 
a ii«I 125 feet loug. The floor Is com¬ 
pound of cement, and iu the centre, i 
standing like a row of huge smoke¬ 
stacks. nre aix monolith <*( 411111110 , 8 feet 
In diameter and 12 feet high, origlnally 
uoed to support the roof, which has now 
completely disappea red. 

"From this hall I proceeded to the 
inner court by menus of a narrow eov 
erad passageway. The walls of this 1 
court nra adorned with the moot elab¬ 
orate mosaic and sculptured pattern*, 
and the workmanship is a* nearly fault- I 
leu* ss human labor ora bo. Some of I 
I he patterns arc so Intricate that it 
must have required « high order of in- 
telligenee to even plan, let alone exe¬ 
cute them. 

"Opening fron> this court nr»* four 
smsfi rooms, which contain still more 
elaborate designs. In mu* of them e«- 
peeially. the wulls arc completely cov¬ 
ered with mosaic work in relief, put on 
In parallel hand*, pleasing to the eye. 
mid besntlfn! lieyoud descrlpHdn. The ; 
floors, which are Composed of* some kind 
of cement, are harder than the stone. 

"When one remembers that ikia pnl- 
%Ce was constrm*t<*d ninny centuries be¬ 
fore the Spanish conqtiaror enme. that 
every stone was manipulated and cut 
with cop|M*r chisels, and that many ling'* 
blocks that I should estimate to weigh 
from 30 to 50 tan* each, were trans¬ 
ported from the quarries, 12 miles dls- 
iU realise that the men who 




constructed them were uot uncivilised 
or ignorant. 

"Desire Chornoy, a French explorer, 
who visited Mitla in 1880, says that the 
I imuimnciitK of Greece and Rome in their 
best time, could alone compare with the 
; splendor of this grc,nt edifice- 

“According to what a well-educated 
Mexicau friend of mine told me, tne 
original inhabitants, called the place 
Sioban, (*r Yulian, 'the place of totnlis. 
But the Astcc* called it Mietlan—’place 
of sadness, hell, dwelling of the dead. 

« holy place devoted to the burial of 
ihe kings of Toosapotlfln.' 

“According to SSapotcco tradition, sidi- 
termncun vault* <*xist under the ruins 
«»f this iMtlace, iiimI were used a* a buri 
al place for the priests and kings wna 
once ruled over Mictlnn. Acting upon 
this tradition, 1 carefully measured the 
walls, and found them 12 feet high on 
the inside of the Inner court, and 21 
foot high on tin* outside. Upon strik¬ 
ing the cement floor it gave out n hol¬ 
low sound, nud I feel assured that 
there ora hidden chamber* beneath, the 
secret* of which have never ls*en re¬ 
vealed to a white man. 

“While measuring the wall* and nnk 
mg n plan of the ruins. I \vn* startled 
by the up|>r(meli of three Indians. One ; 
of them proved to Is? the head man of 1 
the village, and he ordered me to leave 
ut ouee. at the same tltne nee using me 
of desecrating the ruins. A* there wo* 
not a man in the village who could 
s|s*nk a word of English, and ns my 
Spanish was entirely lost upon them. 1 
we had extreme difficulty In under- > 
standing each other 

"Finding that protests of Ignorance ! 
and arguments alike were of 110 nv«M. 

1 produced my pnssfiort from the Mex!- j 
can government, and declared that 1 
would remain us long as l pleased. They 
still objected, but finally said that I 
might stay If 1 would agree not to open 
tiny of the underground vaults. 

"The fact of these^Znpotccu Indians 1 
still residing among the ruins of their 
former , grandeur is not so wonderful 
when we come to examine into the chnr- 1 
ucterlHtic* of the present generation. 

"I found them uncompromising antac- I 
onists to any change of locality, no mat- 1 
ter how desirable it might be. Each 
one clings to lit* place of nativity with 
unwavering fidefity. As a race, tliey I 
noaaevs t»ut little merrhnent In their 
composition, although the charm of uiu- | 
sic is not nuknown among them. 

"Aside from their active Interference j 
with my intended exploration*, those j 
I Zs|*>toc<ei were a* friendly and mild in 
I their behavior to nn* niul one another ns I 
• no could well wish. Some families 
among them were quite civilised in np ! 
, p.-nrnnee, but the majority spoke only | 
their own peculiar dialed; and still 
<-lung to their own tradition* in regard 
to dress and not intermarrying with nth l 
er tribe*. 

"It was with a spirit of sadness that 
I bade the rniu« of Mitla farewell. In j 
those underground vaults are the rnl»e*. 
Jewels and |s»sslhl.v innniiscrtpts of a 
ln*t eivillr.ntion. No other s|K»t iu the 
I w hole *-<»rld offers such an opporitmlty 1 
! to the well eoiiippcd explorer, and l 1 **- 
Here that Mitla will some day receive 
the attention that It deserves."
